Meed was seen for the 
legislation through an examination of the reguirements and problems 
of gifted students, the inadequacy of existing programs^ and the 
languishing federal role. An explanation of the bill includes its 
authorization and purpose; a definition of the population to be 
served; sections oh the selection of grantees^-authorized activities 
and private school participation; and requirements for the 
establishment of a National Center for Research and Develofwent in 
theEducationof-Gif ted and Talented Children and Touth, the 
appointment of an advisory committee, and a federal admihistratieh 

unit within the Department of Education.^ A cost estimate is 

presented. It includes an explanatioa of the basis of estimate and 
states that the inflationary impact is expected to be minimal. A 
sect ion-by-sect ion analysis of the bill concludes the report. (CB)
